Cinerarias will require attention at this time, 
as it is now they must be repotted and 
encouraged to make good speécumens. 
The sama remark applies to primulas. 
See that fumigation is. at once resorted 
to if aphides make thelr appearance. 


Pelargoniums of the show and fancy 
sections will also need close supervision , 
in this respect. Zonals and scarlet salvias 
now showing flower will be benefited by 
an oc aid dose of weak liquid manure. 
See that all watering is done early in the 
day, and that no moisture is allowed to 
remain on floors of houses contaming 
plants in bloom. . 
Cut down anchusas, delphiniums, heleniums 
and all other herbaceous plants gone out 
of flower, and give the borders a general 
forking over, filling up gaps with 
Biennials, bulbs or any odds and ends of 
plants remaining after the formal bed- 
ding.

COMRADE ACQUITTED 
OF MANSLAUGHTER - 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE GAVAN DUFFY.) 


SCENE .in a dormitory in bua 

B rracks, Dublin, on June 11th las 

was described in the Central Crishinal 
Court yesterday, when Mathew Argue, a 
twenty-one years old soldier of the Free go“ 
Defence Forces, a native of Bailieboro' 
Cavan, was accused of the murder of a f 
soldier of the 2nd Regiment of Rifles, James 
2 Callaghan (19), a native of Listowel, Vo. 


«O'Callaghan died instantly, having heen 
shot through the head by, it is alleged, a 
rifle bullet fired by the prisoner. 

The shooting occurred at about 6.30 in the 
evening, when several soldiers were together 
in the room, according to the statement of 
Mr, William Black, K.C,, who, with Mr. 
Kevin Haugh (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. In the evening, before 
the shooting. Mr. Black told the jury, Argue. 
who was a trained soldier. was detailed io 
mount guard at islandbridge - Barracks. 
When he arrived back he handed up his: 
ammunition in the usual way, but later, 
while cleaning equipment with Privates Cor- 
rigan, McGarry and James O'Callaghan, “he 
prisoner produced a tin box normally used 
ior holding Sweet Afton cigarettes, took a 
vartrid? + out of it and put it into the breech 
of his rifle. Counsel suggested that the pri- 
woner deliberately omitted to put on the 
safety catch on his rifle and raised it tc 
uiming position, pointing towards the corner 
where Private Corrigan was standing. Put- 
ting on first pressure on the trigger, he kept 
his —— covered for about a minute, and 
then swinging round, pointed the rifle ct 
Private McGarry, keepin him covered, with 
ve trigger at half-coc McGarry made 
some protest, but no one appeared to take 3 
seriously. e prisoner then covered O’Cal- 
laghan, who was standing with his back 
more or less to Argue. 

“ He put the pressure on the trigger again,” 
eaid counsel, “ and, if his idea was to murder 
the man, he certainly, with cool deliberation. 
took every preliminary step necessary. At 
this crucial stage, unfortunately, the two 
other men seemed to have momentarily 
diverted their eyes, and a second later there 
was a loud explosion, the bullet passing 
through the head of O'Callaghan, killing him 
instantly. He dropped hetween the beds 
bleeding from his wound.’ 


THREW CARTRIDGE 


AWAY 


Referring to the attitude of the prisoner, 
Mr. Black said that, instead of showing dis- 
tress, he coolly took the rifle, opened the 
breech and let the empty cartridge out of 
the magazine, paying no attention to the 
man he had killed. He then walked over to 
Corrigan and held out his hand with the 
empty cartridge in it. ‘When Corrigan 
pushed it away, Argue threw the cartridge 
case out of the window, and passed some 
remark about going for assistance. 


**SEEMED DISTRESSED ”’ 


Private McGarry, Portobello Barracks, 
stated that the prisoner did not take the 
regulation aim by putting his cheek to the 
stock when he covered Private Corrigan. 
Witness asked the accused man ‘for God’s 
sake, take that away,” and Argue did so. 
After the shot, the prisoner went to witness 
and said: “ What haveI done?” The accused 
man and O'Callaghan always had been the 
best of friends, and Argue seemed very 
distressed after,the shooting. 

Private Corrigan stated that, following the 
shot, Argue said: ‘‘ Good God, what have ] 
done ; and then left the room, saying he 
was going for a doctor. Witness whispered 
some prayers into O'’Callaghan’s ear, and 
when he went outside he saw the prisoner 
sitting on a water tank. When witness saw 
the rifle pointing towards O'Callaghan, it 
was pointing more towards the wall than 
towards the deceased man. The prisoner ap- 
peared to be very distressed, and said some- 
— about never being forgiven for it. 

. J. McGrath, State Pathologist, stated 
that “the bullet entered 0’ Callaghan’s head 
three inches behind and level with the left 
ear, and passed through the bones at the 
base of the skull, breaking brain cell and 
spinal cord, emerging un inch to the riglit 
of the outer angle of the right eye. 

‘Quartermaster-Sergeant J. Lyons stated 
that he received fifty rounds of ammunition 
from ‘each member of the guard on the morn. 
ing of the shooting, and Lieutenant H. J. 
Kennedy, Orderly fficer, said that when re 
asked Argue what had come over him, he 
replied: ‘There was a round in my rifle ; ] 
discharged it.” He received an empty 
cartridge case later. It was mark 25 am 
munition and not the regulation type, which 
was mark 23. 

Detective Officer Burns gave evidence of 
finding several pieces of metal adhering to 
a shirt and waistcoat in a suitcase which had 
been peacnnen by a bullet in the room where 
the shooting es 

Superintendent D. oS gap firearms <x- 
pert of the Civic Guard, demónstrated the 
action of a rifle for the benefit of the jury. 
explainin ; the terms '' first pressure ’’ and 

‘second pressure’ on the trigger, and the 
working of the safety catch and bolt action. 
He stated that, if the safety catch were not 
brought back fully, the rifle would not |e 
safe. He described how he had fired a test 
cartridge with the rifle, and how microscopic 
examination had placed it beyond doubt that 
the bullet of the empty cartridge case given 
to him for examination had been tired from 
the rifle. 

Private O’Connor stated that he found a 
tin cigarette box outside one of the windows 
of the dormitory room, and it contained sx 
rounds of .303 ammunition, two rounds cf 
.45 ammunition, a bullet extracted from its 
case and a pocket knife. 


‘PRISONER’S STATEMENT 


The prisoner, who wag called to give evi- 
dence in his own defence, stated that he had 
been eighteen months in the Army and had 
known O'Callaghan for about six months, 
having been on friendly terms with him up 
to the time of the accident. He was clean- 
ing his kit when he took out a cigarette box 
containing ammunition, in order to get a pen- 
knife to clean part of his rifle. It was

No matter what may be pretended, it is 
safe to assume that no politician’ of either 
party and no industrialist in the South desire 
to end it at present. The people of Ireland 
who have lost most by ition are the 
Unionists of the North. obody can deny 
that the South has progressed by and 
bounds under both Cosgrave and de Valera, 
while the North merely marks time. To prove 
this one has only to visit one or twenty-one 
towns of similar size in the North and South. 
Politicians and their ardent supporters may 
cant. about the price of cattle, bacon and 
butter in the South, but the naked fact is 
that the average man and his children are 
eating real bacon and real butter and beef 
for the first time since the flight of the Earls. 
In other words, the standard of living is 

oing up, and the ‘‘natives” are getting 
mes and food fit for human beings. It is, 
perhaps, not all God intended for them ; but 
there is a steady improvement, and compared 
with the days of my childhood it is luxury. 

Had the North responded to the natural 
promptings of its heart, it would have cast 
its lot with the rest of Ireland. It did not 
do sa; and it—especially the Unionist North— 
is the loser. Assuming that the same economic 

licy would have been bead by a united 
ísle it would though the Northern 
Unionist would have proteted and re- 
‘oiced at his defeat—the North, and the 
North almost alone, would have reaped 
the benefit. There they had whatever 
was left in Ireland of the union of an in- 
dustrially trained population. Industry, like 
everything else in the world, breeds industry ; 
credit and confidence were greater there; 
labour was, and is, cheaper, and English and 
Irish capital would have gone there instead 
of Dublin, Cork, Galway, and elsewhere as 
it did. Belfast would have led the industrial 
march in spite of the Union Jacks at the 
cross-roads. The people of Belfast and the 
South would have been told that it was 
Protestant enterprise, and both would have 
believed it. 

The Northern, both Orange and Green, 
believed that they were superior to their 
countrymen beyond the Boyne. That belief 
helped the unscrupulous politicians to make 
the ordinary honest man swallow the English 
propaganda. Those of them who come South 
are now finding out the truth, and beginning 
to respect their fellow-countrymen. It will 
take time for that respect to filter down to 
the man in the street; but it_will get there, 
and when it does it will not be necessary 
for President de Valera or his successor to do 
much to “ soften the hearts ” of the honest, 
hard-working Orangemen.

godmother, Queen Elizabeth (d. 1603). In

Queen Elizabeth had settled Brecknockshire 
on Lord Essex, and he ves eee well paid

Henry Bowen returned later to Ireland, 
where, in the reigns of King James I. and 
King Charles I., he held military appoint- 
ments, and during the later part of the latter 
reign he resided at Farahy Castle, in County 
Cork. 

ng Hans called upon by Cromwell to 
raise a force in Glamorganshire, and, after 
rebuking the parliamentary leader for his dis- 
respect in the matter, Henry Bowen then 
served with distinction under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Rainsborough in support of the rights 
of the Commons. 

There is no record that Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bowen ever served jn Ireland in the so-called 
“ Cromwellian Army '; but he is said to 
have been visited by Cromwell at Farahy, in 
County Cork, when: the latter was on his 
way to Youghal, and the grant of the lands 
was made. 

This grant was confirmed by King Charles 
Il. to John Bowen—then entitled “ miles ’’— 
who was eldest son of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bowen, and on whom the Farahy Estate was 
settled by will; this is the last known instance 
of the conferring of a title which Smith, in 
his History of England, says was not here- 
ditary and could be held by certain families 
only (notes on ‘“‘ Chivalry ”). 

In the second grant the land on which 
Farahy Castle stood is omitted; and the 
castle then returned to the possession of the 
White Knight, which recalls the connection 
between the ancestors of the Bowens and 
those of the White Knight, and, by marriage, 
their descent from King Tewdr Mawr, of 
South - Wales, as follows: Bledwyn, last 
sovereign lord of Brecknock (d. 1088), from 
whom the Bowens, of Courthouse, were of 
direct descent, married -Ellen, daughter of 
Tewdr Mawr; Gerald, of Windsor, ancestor 
of the White Knight, married Nesta, daughter 
of King Rhys, of Tewdr, and niece of the 
above-mentioned Ellen. 

Bowen’s Court, one of the “‘ large houses ”’ 
of Munster, may not be said to be “ one of 
the four largest in Ireland ”; this building 
replaced Farahy House, which Henry ‘Bowen, 
of Kilbolane Castle (d. 1722), settled upon 
Jane Bowen, his widow, heiress of Robin 
Cole, of- Ballymackey, County Tipperary, and 
grandchild of Sir Robert Cole, Knt., M.P. 
for Enniskillen, 1660, who purchased Bally- 
mackey Castle from the ffranck family, of 
ffranckfort Castle, Roscrea. 

“When of age, Mrs. Jane Bowen’s son, 
Henry, assumed the name and arms of Cole, 
and later built Bowen’s Court, at Farahy.—

The appeal was from a decision of Circuit 
Judge Comyn dismissing the appeal of the 


trustees against. assessments for in. 


come tax on the profits of the race meetings 
and confirming agsessments in amounts 
settled by the Special Commissioners of 
Income Tax. | 

The appellants had ¢laimed that they were 
an ‘agricultural society” within thé mean- 
ing of Section 4 of the Finance Act, 1925, 
and that the amounts in respect of which the 
assessments were made were profits or gains 
arising from an exhibition or show held for 
the purposes of an-agricultural society; that 


the profits were solely applied to those pur- 


s, and were, therefore, exempt from 
income tax. It was admitted that the profits 
arose from the annual horse race meetings 
held by the appellants on Easter Mondays 
at Fairyhouse. 

The ial Commissioners of Income Tax 
held that it was not shown to their satis- 
faction that the body of stewards controlling 
the Ward Union race meetings was a society 
or institution established for the promotion 


of live stock breeding, and the trustees ap- 


pealed from that finding to the Circuit Court. 

The ques‘ions of law for the opinion of the 
High Court, as set out in the case stated, 
were whether, in view of the documents in 
the case and the facts established in evidence 
on behalf of the appellants, the Circuit Judgo 
was right in finding that the society’s object 
was not solely or mainly the promotion of 
agriculture; and in finding that there was 
no evidence as to the purposes for which te 
society was established to justify him in 
reversing the decision of the Commissioners, 
and that the society was not an agricultural 
society within: the meaning of Section 4 of 
the Finance Act, 1925. .

REASONS FOR CLAIM 


Mr. Kelly, for the trustees, said that they 
claimed exemption from income .tax on the 
ground that they were an agricultural 
society. The trustees of these races differed 
from other authorities who carried on race 
meetings in so far as every penny 


they made was applied for the pur- 


ose.. of improving the facilities, and, 
in addition, they were formed, as he sub- 
mitted, on the evidence, not simply to hold 
races; but for the purposes of furthering the 


interests of horse-breeding. Probably the 


case would turn on the question whether the 
Circuit Judge ‘had evidence before him to 
justify him in holding that the object for 
which these races were held was to provide a 
persons festival rather than an ‘exhibition or 
show promoted for the purpose of furthering 
the interests of horse-breeding. There was no 
finding whether this was a show or exhibi- 
tion, but. at the end of the case Judge Comyn 
asked the. Revenue counsel whether he argued 
that it was not a show, and he replied that 


‘he did not argue it very strenuously. 


There was, said Mr. Kelly, evidence before 
the Circuit Judge that this was an exhibition 
or show of racehorses. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that Fairyhouse 
races was a race meeting, and that that was 
an accepted term. 

Mr. Kelly—Your lordships will have. to 
have evidence of what a race meeting is. 
You may. have a race meeting at Ascot 
formed for the purpose of giving society 
people an opportunity of displaying them- 
selves, and you may have a race meeting 
round the Claddagh in Galway which is 
formed for the purpose of providing the local 
inhabitants with amusement.  ' 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—You would not say 
that about Galway races. (Laughter.) 

Mr, Kelly said that at any rate the question 
whether this was a show or exhibition was 
still open, and the real question. before the 
Court was whether this was a society or 
institution established for the purpose of pro- 
moting horse-breeding. One of the witnesses 
had stated in evidence that it was an exhibi- 
tion of racehorses. A good deal turned on 
documents in the case, because Judge Comyn, 
in deciding that this was not an agricultural 
society within the meaning of the Act, 
accepted oral evidence given by witnesses, 
which was not contradicted by the other side, 
and then said that he must rely on the docu- 
ments. He accepted the oral evidence and 
disregarded it, and a question for the Court 
was as to what extent the Circuit Judge was 
entitled to do that. The Judge’s finding was 
that the society was established for the pur- 
poses of recreation and sport for gentlemen of 
means, but. there was no evidence before the 


Judge that it was established for sport. The 


whole evidence before him was that it was 
established about 1889 for the purpose of the 
promotion of horse-breeding. One of the wit- 
nesses had stated that he was not interested 
in horse racing, but in horse-breeding alone. 


USES OF RACING 


Some race meetings were, said Mr. Kelly, 


run for the purpose of paying dividends to 


company shareholders, others to provide 


recreation for the countryside, and more for 
the purpose of promoting the interest of horse- 


breeding. There was ample evidence that 


unless there was horse racing there would be 
no means of testing horses and no means of 
selling them. He submitted that this was 
established by reports of a commission set up 
by the Government. 


Mr. Justice O’Byrne asked how could this 


be evidence. 


Mr. Kelly said that the evidence taken at 


the commission and the report made by the 
members was published by the Stationery 
Office of the Government, and it showed that 
horse racing of the kind carried on at 6 5 
house was beneficial to horse-breeding, It 
had been held in England that a show of fox- 
hounds was beneficial for the purpose of im- 
proving foxhounds. 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that an exhibition 


of foxhounds was a different thing from a 
race meeting. Foxhounds were not judged 
by the running of foxes. 


Mr. Kelly said that that was so, but the

A Film Repertory 


The idee of a repertory. system is 
attracting a good deal of attention in 
several large cities at present, and in 
London alone there are several in active 
operation. It is one of the advantages of 
the cinema that it can offer its actors a 
better chance of immortality for their art 
than can the stage; for when a perform- 
ance has been photographed it need never 
be lost. - Through the instrumentality of 
the Film Library in New York’ and the 
British Film Institute films can be pro- 
cured for repertory use, and older films 
can be revived as occasion demands, The 
Irish Film Society, by presenting that

In many respects Mr. Frank McKelvey, 
R.H.A., is one of our most admired and suc- 
cessful painters, but one has had to be con- 
tent witn the odd pictures he has hung in 
different exhibitions. However, in the ex- 
hibition of his works, which opens in the 
Victor Waddington Galleries, South Anne 
street, Dublin, to-day, his admirers, and 
those of the public in general who like good 
painting, will have ample opportunity to 
feast on Mr. McKelvey’s art. In its varying 
aspects it is here splendidly shown in the 
Sea dozen oil paintings which grace the 
Wallis, 

The subjects—except for about half a 
dozen--aré taken from beauty spots in his 
native County Donegal, and have about them 
that charm and appeal so distinctive of his 
style.

FAMOUS LANDMARK 
DISAPPEARS

KILKEE, Monday. 

With a thundering boom which was heard 
all over the town the famous cliff known as 
the ‘‘Cathed:al Window’’ crashed into the 
sea here to day and caused the road adjoining 
to crack for a length of 35 feet. 

When the cliff feli the sea wall leamed out 
over the sea, and is in great danger of col- 
lapsing, bringing portion of the road with it. 

e place where the cliff fell adjoins the 
places, 
such as ‘‘ Pollock Holes” and '“ New Found 
Out,” and also te the golf course and several 
places of interest in the vicinity. 

About nine months ago a landslide took 
place across the bay, when many tons of 
rocks fell mto the sea, and it is only three 
weeks since portion of this rock collapsed, 
layer after layer of rocks falling a distance 
of about sixty feet into the sea as. 

This morning nothing remained oí the 
famous cliff, which appeared in views of 
Kilkee, and which was much admired by 
visitors. 

The cliffs at this point are undermined by 
many caves, some running under ‘portion of 
the road. 

Mr. Munraven, C.E., stated this evening 
that about 2,000 tons of rock had fallen, and 
it would take from £7,500 to £9,000 to repair 
the damage, which includes the re-innidmg 
of portion of the sea wall and making the 
road safe for traffic.

managers’ 
enjoy the slightest sympathy. 
ago, when the economic struggle with 
England began, the Free State Govern. 
ment took active steps to protect the 
butter exporters—at heavy expense to the 
public. It “ pegged " the price of butter 
within the Free State at an almost pro. 
hibitively high level, in order to recoup 
the creameries for their diminished market 
across the Channel. 
instituted a system of levy and subsidy: 


At the same time it 


the creameries paid a levy of so much on 
every pound of butter produced, and re- 
ceived a subsidy of so much on every 
pound exported. Up to the present every. 
thing has gone well—except for the 
Saorstat citizen, who has been paying at 
times anything up to 4d. or 5d. a pound 
more for his butter than the citizen of 
Great Britain or Northern Ireland. The 
creameries have profited inordinately ; 
indeed, it is probable that they have made 
far more money than they would have 
made if there never had been an economic 
war. Of late, however, the situation has 
changed. 
which, for all practical purposes, means 
the price prevailing on the British market 
—has risen until it is now higher than 
the Saorstát “ pegged’ price; actually, 
the Saorstát price is 120s. a hundred- 
weight, while the world price fluctuates 
around 140s. a hundredweight. The 
creameries scent a chance to make still 
more money. Recently they demanded 
that the price within the Saorstát should 
be raised by Government decree to 140s., 

and accompanied the demand with a vont 
that otherwise they would export all their 
| butter, leaving the Free State without any. 
They recognised, of course, that the 
Government held most of the cards. It 
could say: ‘‘Go ahead. Export your 
butter. Understand, however, that the 
export subsidy will be withdrawn, so that 
your butter will have to bear the full 
weight of the British tariffs ’’—in which

export. Alternatively, the Government 
could impose a complete ban on the export 
of butter. Confident that the Government 
would not dare to do either of these things, 
the creameries have had the temerity to 
raise the price themselves ; and the success 
or failure of their arrogant venture de- 
pends now on the Government—and on the.

They have 
declared war on the consumer, and they 
have no right to expect that the Govern 
ment shall be a willing ally. Nevertheless, 
the situation has its lesson for Mr. de 
Valera and his Government—a lesson from 
which, as we hope, they will-take warning. 
For five years the Free State has been the 
victim of a hit-or-miss economic policy 
which already has plunged her into 
trouble, and will plunge her into worse 
trouble as time goes on. There never 
ought to have been any need of this com- 
plicated system of “ pegged ” prices, of 
bounties and of subsidies, and there would 
be no further need of it if the Govern- 
ment could bring itself to strike an 
honourable bargain with England. The 
worst result of the economic war, as we 


think, has not been the financial loss to 


the Free State, or even the impoverish- 
ment of many people, but the growth of 
a demoralising dependence on the Govern- 
ment. Producers of any commodity a 
decade ago were content to fend for them- 
selves; nowadays they demand an assured 
market and a guarantee—at the expense 
of all other citizens—against the slightest 
loss. It is a vicious attitude, which will 
go far to breed a race of parasites; and 
Mr. de Valera would be well advised to 
sacrifice his own pride for the sake of the 
people’s.

M. van Zeeland's Resignation 


Yesterday morning at eleven o’clock 
M. van Zeeland, the Belgian Prime 
Minister, handed his resignation to King 
Leopold. All the other members of the 
Cabinet supported the Premier in his 
action, and they, too, have handed over 
their seals of office. For some days past 
there has been a certain amount of 
political tension in Brussels, but M. van 
Zeeland’s decision to resign seems to have 
taken the public by surprise. At half- 
past six yesterday morning he hai a series 
of consultations with his Cabinet col- 
leagues who afterwards passed a unani- 
mous vote of confidence in their leader, 
and it is most unlikely that any of them 
will consent to serve under any other 
Prime Minister. The history of the crisis 
which brought about M., 
resignation has its roots in the bitterness 
between the Government Party and the 
Last Apr!

They have been spreading ugly rumours 
about M. van Zeeland, which have done 
him much harm among the peop'e who do 
not know him. When he became head of 
the Government in June of 1936 he 
occupied the position of Vice-President. of 
the Belgian National Bank. Naturally he 
resigned this post, and on his resignation 
he received the sum of 180,000 francs, 
which constituted part of a “ pool” 
to which he had contributed. This 
transaction was perfectly fair and above- 
board, but his political enemies seized 
upon it to start a campaign of calumny 
against him. The Rexists stated openly 
that M. van Zeeland had been receiving 
money from the bank while he was Prime 
Minister—an allegation, which, it it had 
been true, would have been damning to 
his reputation ; but he stoutly denies that 
there is a word of truth in the charge, 
and in a broadcast statement has charged 
his poiitical enemies with deliberate 
slander. The fact that all his Cabinet 
colleagues have stood by M. ‘an Zeeland 
indicates that the campaign against him 
has been inspired purely. by malice ; yet in 
Belgium, as in almost every other Con- 
tinental country, nothing is eas.er than to 
make people believe that a politician has 
been guilty of peculation. The political 
standards of these islands do not obtain 
abroad. While M. Laval was in charge of 
French foreign policy, during the 
Abyssinian crisis, certain Parisian news- 
papers asserted bluntly that he was in 
Signor Mussolini’s pay ; and there, doubt- 
less, will be many in Belgium who will 
lend a ready ear to the Rexist accusations 
against M. van Zeeland. 

M. van Zeeland was one of Belgium’s 
most enlightened statesmen, who guided 
his country through some very difficult 
crises during the last year or so. When 
the Rexist Party began to show signs of 
growing strength he never lost his head, 
and his triumph at the Brussels election 
six months ago was a heavy blow to M. 
Degrelle’s pretensions. His resignation 
now will be a source of great rejoicing to 
the Rexists, who, have not yet abandoned 
their hopes to ‘bring about a kind of 
Fascist dictatorship in Belgium, or, at any 
rate, to bring Belgian government into 
line with totalitarian ideas. At the 
moment Belgiuin is in rather a difficult 
position. Germany only a few weeks ago 
guaranteed her independence in the event 
of another war, and Berlin has been 
making strenuous efforts to drive a diplo- 
matic wedge between Brussels and Paris. 
In the course of the present year the 
young King Leopold created something of 
a stir in diplomatic circles when he 
announced publicly that Belgium proposed 
to retain what amounted to complete 
freedom of action in case of a war, She 


asked the Western Powers to release her 


from the obligations of the Locarno agree- 
ment, to which she had been a party, and 

to all intents and purposes Belgium ceased 
to be a member of what might be 
described as the entente group of nations. 
Every sensible person realised the wisdom 
of this attitude, upon which; apparently, 
the King and M. van Zeeland agreed.

Students’ Vocabularies oa 


The good old “spelling »ec,’’ upon 
which schoolmasters relied a couple 
of generations ago, would seem to 
be needed again. Speaking at the 
annual dinner of the Irish Dental 
Association on Saturday evening, Dr. 
William Boxwell, President of the 
Royal College of Physicians, said that 
as the curriculum of medical and surgical 
studies tended to become more complicated 
every day the standard of general educa. 
tion was apparently lower. He referred 
especially to the difficulty of teaching 
those whose vocabulary was inadequate to 
the demands which professional studies 
made upon it. Numbers of stuaents, he 
said, did not know the meaning of words 
like “ opaque ” and “' transparent,’’ not 
to mention the more recondite words that 
must be used in the teaching of medicine 
and surgery. This statement coming, as 
it does, from one who has had a wide 
experience of students over a long period, 
can mean only that there has been a 
decline in the standard of primary and 
secondary education in recent years. 
Whether, as Dr. Boxwell suggested, boys 
in Ireland have not the same opportunity 
for general education as boys in Great 


‘Britain may be open to argument, his 


definite statement that students coming 
to the medical schools to-day do not under. 
stand the meaning of comparativeiy simple 
words will give a shock to educational 
authorities. The appeal for an improve 
ment in the standard of general education 
must receive immediate attention, if the 
professional studies which follow are not to 
be retarded, and, it may be, neglected. 
It is not from Dr. Boxwell only that 
complaints of the low standard of English 
offered from Irish schools nowadays are 
uttered. They may be heard in almost any 
gathering in which the _ educational 
qualifications of young people are dis- 
cussed. In a country which was once 
noted for the excellence of its English 
vocabulary the restriction noted recently 
is especially deplorable. In the long run 
a limited vocabulary means an emaciated 
mind; the reading of the student is 
restricted, the understanding warped, and 
ultimately his professional prospects are 
narrowly circumscribed. The words 
uttered by the President of the Royal 
College of Physicians constitute a warning 
no less than an appeai-—both warning and 
appeal. are worthy of the immediate atten- 
tion of the Minister for Education.

The Big Apple 


Periodically a new form of the dance 
sweeps the ballrooms of Mayfair and 
O’Connell street. Four couples—exces- 
sively hot—perform the new evolutions, 
and six hundred couples watch them do 
it with mingled feelings of envy and 
embarrassment. Envy triumphs, and the 
less athletic manceuvres of the inspiration 
are added by the six hundred to their 
repertoire of steps. In a few weeks’ time 
all that remains of the iatest sensation 
are a few twitchings in the wide open 
spaces, on the occasions when a wide open 
space presents itself. The public’s talent 
for ignoring the potentialities of their 
invention must be heartbreaking for the 
maestros of the dance. They have seen 
the Charleston transformed into the 
shufflings ot a cinema queue, and the 
intoxicating rhythm of the rumba give an 
opportunity for violent exercise to people 
who are a shade too intoxicated as they 
are. For long years they have yielded to 
the force that renders drab their most 
kaleidoscopic concepts; but now the 
breaking point has come. The maestros 
have decided upon a campaign of utter 
ruthlessness—they are about to launch 
the Big Apple upon London. With the 
Big Apple they have broken the intimate 
partnership between man and woman that 
possibly was the whole cause of their 
defeat—the partnership that provoked the 
death-knells to artistry of “ Now, George, 
don’t stamp,’’ and of “Now, Mary, 
mother is watching.” In the Big Apple 
it is every man for himself, Ten or more 
people go West African at the instigation 
of a ‘‘caller.” The “caller” calls 
‘Swing high,” and the dancers—in a 
circle—swing a foot as high into the centre 
as they can. ‘‘ Peck and Pose,’’ cries the 
caller, and the dancers face their neigh- 
bours and “ perform pecking motions.”’ 
Subsequently they ' do a dervish until 
the music stops suddenly, when they must 
hold the positions for a half-minute to 
give the party time for a laugh.’’ We 
have “ Shine "—a named couple do a 
solo; “ Truck Round ’’—“ grab your girl 
and do a twirl,’ and eventually ‘‘ Heel 
the Apple.” The dancers hop towards the 
centre of the circle on the heels. The 
maestros, indeed, have made a frantic 
effort, and they may find success in 
England. Where Eire is concerned, how- 
ever, they must face failure again ; for the 
Big Apple is precisely what we do just 
before we leave the party at the instigation 
of the commissionaire.

NON-INTERVENTION 
COMMITTEE FEARS 


——

Ay wee nobody can say what will 
happen at the meeting of the Non- 
Intervention Sub-Committee tc-morrow 
there is a real fear that there will be a 
complete breakdown.

accepted It may be found to-morrow that 
Britain and France will unite in a last 
appeal to the Powers to come to an fale. 
ment. but if they fail, and intervention 
continues unchecked, they witl declare 
that they intend t5 resume their liberty 
of action. It is rumoured that Russia to- 
morrow will withdraw from the Com- 
mittee. and intimate that she no longer 
feels called upon to contribute to its 
funds, on the ground that the machinery 
of non-intervention has complete!y broken 
down. 


Refugees in Europe 


The attitude of Russia in another 
direction is exciting indignation in League 
of Nations circles at Geneva, where the 
plight of many thousands of political 
refugees 1s attracting attention. In all it 
is estimated that there are some seven 
hundred thousand refugees scattered mp 
and down Europe, among them being 
twenty-five thousand Germans, of whom 
twenty thousand are Jews. The interests 
of the Germans are watched by General 
Sir Neil Malcolm, with the assistance of 
a committee, while the majority of the 
‘other refugees are cared for by the 
Nansen office. Both organisations are to 
come to an end next year, and the people 
who should look after the refugees are the 
League of Nations, but Russia objects, 
and threatens to veto the spending of the 
funds necessary to carry this idea into 
effect, declaring that a number are 
Russian Whites and Anti-Bolsheviks, who 
plot against the Soviet. Strong efforts 
have been made to induce the Russian 
Government to change its atti‘ ude, but in 
vain. 


The Parliamentary Session 


All the preparations for the State open- 
ing of Parliament in the House of Lords 
to-morrow were completed this afternoon, 
when. there was a rehearsal of the 
ceremonial. If the weather is clear and 
bright the King and Queen wil! leave the 
Palace in the great gold coach used at the 
Coronation and drive to the House of 
Lords, but should it prove unfavourable, 
and the indications are not particularly 
good, the Kinz and Queen will use a 
mo‘or car and go to Westminster without 
an escort. It is three years now since 
there was a State opening of Parliament, 
as far as the procession through the 
streets is concerned. The speech from the 
Throne to-morrow will contain an un- 
usually long programme of bills to be 
presented during the session, and among 
these are several which illustrate how 
Parliament is preoccupied nowadays with 
industrial questions, as they deal with 
coal, purchase of mining royalties, elec- 
tricity, films, fishing, milk and bacon. 
F very year sees State supervision and con- 
trol of trade and industry becoming more 
definite and widespread, and in this con- 
nection it is notable that such supervision 
is generally received with acquiescence by 
the industry concerned. 


Young Criminals 


Sir Samuel Hoare, the Home Secretary, 
who is to introduce a Prison Reform Bill 
into the House of Commons, intends that 
its scope shall be wide enough to secure 
legislative sanction for the setting up of 
quite new machinery to deal with voung 
criminals. If his proposals are accepted, 
Sir Samuel Hoare will open observation 
centres for offenders up to 21. where thev 
will be kept under skilled observers and 
subjected to psychological and medical 
examinations. A number of these centres 
are contemplated, arranged in specially 
adapted buildings, so that they will have 
no prison associations, and they will be 
staffed by experts recruited for their 
special knowledge. These homes will re- 
ceive offenders who are put on remand 
under observation, and as at present these 
offenders are sent to Wormwood Scrubs 
the change will be for the better. Mr. 
Geoffrey Lloyd, the Unde: Secretary for 
Home Affairs, went to inspect Chelmsford 
Prison to-day, the place where mainly the 
younger criminals, men under thirty, are 
sent. 


The Royal Irish Fusiliers 


The Duke of Gloucester will present the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers with their new 
Colours in London on ‘November 1st. 
Threatened with extinction when the Trish 
Free State came into being, the old 87th 
and 89th were reduced to one battalion, 
but now a second battalion has been 
raised. The proudest colour badge of the 
87th is the ‘Eagle, commemorating the 
great day of Barossa, March 5th, 1811, 
when the Old Faughs, with a fighting 
Gough in command, won it from the 8th 
French Invincibles. The Evening News 
Says that the Eagle should hang with 
others in the Chapel of the Royal 
Hospital, Chelsea, but the staff alone re- 
mains; for in 1852 a thief broke in and 
stripped flag and crest from their place. 


Milk Production 


The rains which have occurred over most 
parts of England in the past few days are 
welcomed by farmers generally, and by 
dairy farmers in particular, but they have 
come too late in the year to do much good 
to the pastures. There has been a reduc- 
tion in the milk production of something 
like thirty million gallons during the past 
twelve months, mai fears are expressed 
that a shortage will occur this winter. Pro- 
visional arrangements are being made to 
divert milk now going to factories to the 
retail milk trade in case of necessity this 
winter, and a drastic curtailment of 


factory supplies is rege arded as probable.

A VIGOROUS BROADCAST

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
BRUSSELS, Monday. 


In a vigorous broadcast vindication of 
himself and his Government to-night, M. 
Nan Zeeland said: ‘‘ In this atmosphere 
of passionate and unjust attacks Í can 
no longer accept responsibility for direct- 
ing the policy of the country, for it is no 
longer possible for the Government to 
do good work. I profoundly regret it.

The Times observes editorially to-day :— 
Mr. Lyons’s success in the Australian 


Prime Minister so far to survive three 
successive appeals to the electors—is first 
and foremost a victory for continuity in 
defence policy and for co-operation with 
the other countries of the British Empire. 
The defence programme introduced by the 
Government last session was keenly 
opposed by the Labour Party, who 
challenged not only the programme itself, 
but the very principle upon which it was 
based. 
every previous Australian Government 
recognised that the protection of her long 
sea communications is vital for Australia 
and that these communications can only 
be made secure by co-operation with the 
British Navy. They propcsed a consider 
able increase in the Air Force, together 
with other measures for strengthening the 
local defences of Australia, but they also 
proposed to devote a large part of their 
available resources to enabling the 
Australian Navy to play a more adequate 
part in keeping the enemy at a safe 
distance from the Australian coasts and 
from the Australian trade routes. 

Labour opposed expenditure on the 
Navy, in spite of the fact that the 
Australian Navy was created by a Labour 
Government, and wanted to see the 
national effort concentrated upon the local 
defence of Australia by the provision of an 
Air Force capable of checking any invader. 
The party spokesmen demanded isolation 
for Australia both in defence and in 
policy, protesting that co-operation with 
the. Governments of Great Britain and 
the other Dominions might involve the 
Commonwealth in wars which did not 
affect Australian interests. They thus 
carried over into the sphere of defence the 
isolationist principles which have inspired 
their criticism of the Ottawa agreements, 
and of every movement to encourage im- 
migration. The ideal which they advo- 
cated was that of a self-sufficient Aus- 
tralia, relying ma her own unaided re- 
sources to repe! any 81011.

A PRO-JAPANESE STATE

The creation of an independent State of 


Japanese occupation of the Provinces of 
Chahar and Suiyuan, is moving rapidly to 
fulfilment, according to Japanese tele- 
grams from Suiyuan. The movement is 
said to aim at the establishment of a 
great Mongol Empire, comprising all the 
5,000,000 Mongols. 

A National Assembly will meet on Wed. 
nesday for three days to decide the 
machinery of the new administration of 
Suiyuan and Chahar. Five hundred dele- 
gates, representing the different Mongol 
banners or tribes which make up the Five 
Leagues of the Mongol People, are to 
attend. 

Meanwhile Japanese plans for North 
China, now that the main Chinese armies 


figure largely in the Tokyo Press, ap- 
parently imspired. 

Great stress is laid on the differences in 
customs and manners from other Chinese 
of the peoples north of the Yellow River, 
who are depicted as eager to cast off the 
shackles of Nanking, and live under a new 
rule founded on pfo-Japanese principles. 

The Peiping Correspondent of the Nichi 
Nichi, a paper always closely in touch 
with the army, says:—The five provinces 
of North China must be converted into a 
“- special zone.’’ This is absolutely neces- 
sary for Manchukuo and Japan. But, he 
continues, ' the awakened peoples of the 
five provinces desire autonomy indepen- 
dent. of Nanking, and the creation of an 
independent State in North China must, 
therefore, be carefully considered.’’

Irritation at the turn of events, the, 
hlame for which is fairly ually dis- 
tributed between Italy and the Soviet, 
remains pent up, and there is a distinct 
disinclination in official circles to talk. 
No new fact has occurred to encourage 
very great hopes of to-morrow’s non- 
intervention meeting. 

All aspects of all he problems were 
exhaustively discussed by M. Delbos, the 
Foreign Minister, and M. Corbin, the 
French Ambassador in London, during the 
week-end, when they endeavoured to find 
a way out of the difficulties. Alternative 
upon alternative was considered, but 
whether the suggested solution by France 
will prevail only to-morrow will tell. 


FRANCO-BRITISH UNITY 


The understanding between Great 
Rritain and France is as firm as ever, 
and the suggestion of one Paris evening 
paper that divergencies of view are so 
— that the possibility of a break in 
‘ranco- British collaboration should not 
he excluded, was described as ludicrous. 

Political commentators appeal for cool 
heads. Neither French nor British 
diplomacy can be accused of exciting 
passions, declares the J’emps in a leader 
praising Mr. Eden as a modern Sisyphus 
propelling the rock of peace up a “ soaped 
slope. 

“ M. Maisky’s declaration at the last 
meeting of the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee,’ continues the T’emps, ‘‘ was in- 
tended to torpedo non-intervention, and 
the best reply would have been to seek a 
Franco-British-Italian understanding and 
to isolate the Soviet. In a question which 
concerns Western Europe especially, the 
full co-operation of the Soviet is not in- 
dispensable. Italy, however, by seeking a 
unanimity of vote thought that she would 
saddle the Soviet with the whole 
responsibility for the failure of the 1 on- 
Intervention Committee, but a mm of 
that responsibility remains talian. 
Should the Non Intervention Committee 
fail there is no doubt that France and 
Britain will utilise their freedom of action 
in the sole interest of order and peace.” 


SOVIET ATTITUDE 


No information is available in British 
circles with regard to the suggestion that 
M. Maisky, the Soviet Anibassador, has 
been instructed to inform the Non- 
Intervention Committee that Russia will 
no longer contribute to the Committee s 
funds. Reuter learns that the possibility 
of such a step being taken has not so 
far been intimated by M. Maisky to the 
Foreign Office. 

It is believed that if this were Russia's 
intention it would only mean that she was 
no longer willing to give financial support 
to a convrol. scheme which she considered 
ineffective. It should not mean that she 
would withdraw from the Non-Inter 
vention Committee altogether.

BERLIN SCEPTICAL

BERLIN, Monday. 


Thé outcome of to-morrow’s meeting is 
awaited with keen interest and some 
scepticism in official quarters here. 
Interest has been heightened by Italy’s 
announced intention not to make any 
further concessions. The papers here 
remark that Italy has done everything in 
her power to facilitate the solution of the 
non-inteivention problem. The Fabian 
tactics attributed to Great Britain by the 
papers here are presumed to be due to 
the unfavourable military position of the 
Spanish Government.

STOCKS JUMP IN 
NEW YORK 


DRAMATIC RECOVERY 
OF MARKET

Prices of a number of leading stocks 
jumped 5 to 10 dollars in excited mid-day 
trading to-day.

While the news from Europe and the 
Far East was not quite so cheerful, the 
revival of buying was attributed to the 
belief that New York stocks are now over- 
sold, even if the worst fears of a further 
recession in American’ business are 
realised.

MINISTER’S LETTER 


Dr. Ryan’s decision is contained in the 
following letter, which has been addressed 
to every creamery manager : — 

““SIR —Í am directed by the Minister 
for Agriculture to inform you that he hae 
had under consideration the questions of 
the supply and price of creamery butter 
on the home market. 

‘“ As mentioned in an official announce 
ment which was published on the 8th 
instant, the Minister considers that any 
attempt to increase the cost of butter to 
home consumers is ill-advised in present 
circumstances. It will be within the re 
collection of creamery suppliers that, in 
consequence of the fall in butter values 
which began in 1929, one of the first things 
done by the Government after taking office 
at the beginning of 1932 was to pass an 
Act enabling the Minister to secure to 
creameries and other butter producers a 
more remunerative return on the whole of 
their output than they could otherwise 


prices on the home market to a higher 
level than external values. Soon after- 
wards, when the British duties on Saorstat 
agricultural commodities were imposed in 
1932, the Department of Agricuiture not 
only refunded the full amount of the duty 
on dairy products, but, in addition, paid 
out of public funds considerable sums over 
and above the duty. The result has been 
that, between the enhanced prices paid bv 
the home consumers and the amounts paid 
out of public funds, dairy farmers have 
received very much more than they would 
have received without State assistance. 
BENEFITS TO PRODUCERS 
“ The first complete year of the Govern- 
ment’s policy was 1933, in which year the 
producers of creamery butter received 
£724,940 in excess of what they would 
have obtained if there had been no British 
duties and no levy, bounty and subsidy 
system. The net benefit which accrued to 
them in 1934 was £1,275,450 ; in the follow. 
ing year £735,120, and last year £470,860. 
Corresponding benefits were conferred in 
respect of farm and factory butter, cheese, 
cream, etc. There appears to be an idea 
revalent that in 1937 the creameries have 
lost by the arrangement in operation since 
1932. Such is not the case, however, as 
in every month from January to September 
they have been secured a price higher than 
the British market price, the net advantage 
during the first nine months of this year 
amounting to £275,180 
“ Admittedly, external values have been 
higher during the current month than the 
net average price returned to creameries. 
This is not the first time during the past 
few years that such a position existed, as 
the same thing occurred, to a smaller 
extent, in pares il 1935, and July, 1936. 
Whether the present high prices on the 
British market last for the remainder of 
the season or not, creamery farmers will 
have received under the Government’s 
system a better return for their produce 
during the current year than if they could 
have sold on a free market without any 
State intervention,

GREAT CENTRAL PARK 
AND 'BUS STATION 


— — 


THE Safety First Association of 

Ireland will outline proposals 
for a central car park and ‘bus station 
adjoining the Custom House at a 
meeting of the General Purposes 


Committee of the Dublin Corporation 
to-night. 


BERESFORD PLACE 


The Customs House side has been 
chosen chiefly because it is the only suffi- 
ciently extensive open space which lies 
reasonably near to the city’s business 
centre, and also because the Port and 
Docks Board is understood to be consider- 
ing the removal of the old grain stores 
which abnt on Store street and Beresford 
place. ! 

The proposed site is sufhciently large 
to house between 600 and 700 cars on two 
floors, with entrances and exits on com- 
paratively wide and convenient streets, 
which lie within five or seven minutes’ 
walk from many of the city’s busiest and 
most congested thoroughfares. It lies 
within 200 yards of Talbot street and 
Lower Abbey street. 

The proposed building, it is suggested, 
could be constructed to permit of the 
later addition of one or two extra storeys, 


sufficient. 

If provided with other services and 
facilities the “park” and garage should 
prove to be a convenience for many resi- 
dents in, and visitors to, all city areas. 
The buildings would also provide a much- 
needed dépot for the night garaging of 
commercial vehicles. 


CENTRAL 'BUS STATION 


The need for some. structure which 
would enable ’bus passengers to avoid the 
discomfort and risks of waiting on kerb- 
sides in all kinds of weather has lony 
been recognised. The discomforts so im- 
posed will be sensibly increased as the re- 
sult of the new bye-laws, which prohibit 
"bus operators from waiting on city 
streets. The proposed building would pro- 
vide a halting place beside a passengers’ 
platform for ten or twelve *buses, and 
garaging space for a further 100 vehicles. 

As a civic amenity the replacement of 
the present unsightly three-storey-high 
grain stores by a modern single-storey 
building should appeal to the Corpora- 
tion’s town-planning advisers. Under the 
proposed scheme the Customs House 
would be visible from Amiens Street Sta- 
tion. 

It is suggested that the -Corporation, 
who have aiready conferred with the Port 
and Docks Board as to the possible ac- 
quisition of the proposed site, should ex- 
amine the finances of the scheme put 
forward by the Association. 


ESTIMATED REVENUE 
. As some guide to probable revenues 
from the car park and ‘bus station, the 
Association’s report states that the follow- 
ing estimate is based on the conservative 
assumption that the average daily demand 
for accommodation would be equal to one- 
half of the maximum capacity of each 
building. 
For car garaging during day—One penny 
an hour, with minimum of sixpence ; for 
night parking of commercial and other 
vehicles—one shilling per diem. 
For ’Bus Stations—For the use of station 
as terminus and night garaging—One 
shilling and sixpence daily for each two. 
The estimated annual revenue is :— 
300 Cars at average of, daily 
50 Commercial and other vehicles 

nightly (900) 
60 ’Buses at 1s. 6d. per 24 hours, 

say 1,600 
Plus rents of 12 shops and ware- 
houses at £5 each weekly

It is the Association’s considered opinion 
that the operation of the new by-laws, 
together with the rapid increase in motor 
transport which is now taking place, would 
justify higher estimates of gross revenues. 


THE BY-LAWS 


Committee of the 
Association, in submitting a formal 
report to the Executive Committee, 
confined themselves to questions of 
immediate and major importance under 
two main headings:—(1) Considerations 
im respect to the Dublin Traffic and Park- 
ing By-laws, which are expected to be 
enforced within the next two or three 
weeks; (2) certain proposals for the per- 
manent erasement of future traffic and 
parking pressure. 

The two sets of Dublin by-laws and the 
genera! code which applies to Dublin and 
elsewhere are consequent upon the Traffic 
Act of 1933. All these by-laws are the 
results of four years’ consultation between 
Government departments, local authorities 
and other parties. Owing to such pro- 
longed delays in their preparation they 
seem to bear rather remote relationships 
to the traffic conditions which now prevail. 


MOTOR REGISTRATIONS 

‘ Four years ago,” says the Associa- 
tion’s report, ‘‘ there were 15,000 motor 
vehicles registered in Dublin ; 15,800 were 
registered at the end of last year; 5,000 
new Dublin registrations were recorded 
during the first seven months of this year, 
and there is every reason to anticipate that 
the total of Dublin registrations will 
pass the 20,000 mark within the coming 
ear.

““ Observing that several es of the

COLLEGE GREEN AREA 


“ The adjacent storm centre in College 
Green is only affected by the new regula-

‘gyratory’ plan which would, in our 
opinion, afford considerable relief. 

“ Dealing with another point of acute 
congestion and delay, we found that there 
seemed to be little hope of securing an 
even flow of traffic in Nassau street in the 
absence of some further concession of 
space by the authorities of Trinity College.

“ We are, however, satisfied that some 
improvement would be affected at the 
Nasau street and Grafton street junction 
if the one-way scheme for Grafton street 
and paralle) thoroughfare is modified. 


DUBLIN CASTLE GROUNDS 


'“ As a result of our survey,” the report 
adds, ‘“‘we are now able to make one pro- 
posal of a positive, and immediately prac- 
tical, character. We recommend that con- 
siderable tracts of the unused spaces which 
surround Dublin Castle should be designated 
as parking grounds. These spaces are :—(1) 
The Upper Castle Yard, (2) the Lower Castle 
Yard, (ó) the large yard which adioins the 
Castle gardens and which was formerly. occu- 
pied by the Board of Works, and (4) the very 
extensive, and entirely unused, open space 
which extends from Ship street entrance to 
the Castle to Lower Stephen street. 

‘These’ spaces collectively would accom- 
modate from 250 to 300 cars, and are all easy 
of approach. The large space which abuts 
on Stephen street, in particular, offers many 
advantages. It lies within one minute’s walk 
from the crowded thoroughfares of South 
Great George’s street and Aungier street, and 
can be entered from three different points. 
We strongly urge that this proposal should 
be pressed upon the Minister for Local 
(,overnment and upon the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, whose staffs now 
occupy most of the surrounding. buildings. 


REVENUE CONSIDERATIONS 


“We also suggest that the Ministers should 
be invited to consider the adverse reactions 
on revenue which would result from the re- 
stricted use of cars in|the city. Motor spirit 
Jields a revenue of eightpence per gallon to 
the Exchequer. If \U00 cars cease to enter 
the city, and so reuuce their fuel consump- 
tion daily by one gallon, the consequent 
annual revenue loss would be 100 cars plus 
Sd. plus 500 days; or, say, £10,000 yearly. 

‘It rs our opinion that aggregate losses 
would be seriously increased if the new 
bye-laws are to be rigidly enforced; and we 
accordingly suggest that questions of revenue 
and moter trade employment should be con- 
sidered. 


NEW LIFFEY BRIDGES 


“While we submit the foregoing recom- 
mendations as temporary expedients and 
means by which the new bye-laws may be 
brought into force without needless public 
inconvenience, we feel much more deeply con- 
cerned as te permanent remedies for traffic 
congestion. Quite the most important of 
such measures is the provision of two new 
Liffey bridges, more especially of the ‘ East 
Circular road’ crossing between Guild street 
and Cardiff lane. Until that provision has 
been made bye-laws, however ingeniously they 
may be contrived, can do little to solve the 
increasing ‘ bottle-neck’ problems of central 
city traffic. 

‘But, concurrently with steps to hasten 
bridge construction, we are :of opinion that 
consideration should at once be given to the 
possible provision of commodicus buildings 
for parking and anxiliary services at three 
or four points reasonably convenient to the 
citys business centres. We, - accordingly, 
submit a separate and supplementary report 
in which the Association’s proposals for street 
extension near the Custom House are incor- 
porated with a scheme for a central car park 
and ‘bus station on the adjoining sites.”

Returns to Port with 
Engine Trouble

A thirty-foot sailing boat, believed to 
be Esthonian, and to have a man and his 
wife on board, lay about 500 yards off the 
Antrim coast, opposite Ballycastle, from 
yesterday afternoon in distress, and at a 
late hour last night efforts were being 
made to reach her. 

The Portrush lifeboat left yesterday 
afternoon, but had to give up the attemot 
to reach the sailing boat, and early this 
morning the lif~boat had not returned and 
her position was not known. 

Coastguards and police, with life-lines 
and lanterns, were stationed at various 
points on the shore at Ballycastle all last 
night, but were unable to reach the sail- 
ing boat, on which the figures of two 
people could be plainly seen. 

hen the Portrush lifeboat gave up the 
rescue attempt a call was sent to the Life- 
beat Station at Donaghadee, but at 1.50 
this morning she had not reached Bally- 
castle. 

Although it was impossible to make out 
the name of the sailing boat, it was 
believed that she was the property of an 
Esthonian and his wife, who set out on 
a cruise to South Africa some time ago. 
They had called at a Scottish port, and 
then yesterday morning at Port Ellen, 
about thirty miles from Ballycastle, 
en route for Belfast and Liverpool.

BOMBED FRENCH 
STEAMER 


“ BLACK CROSSES ON 
THEIR WINGS ”

PORT VENDRES, Monday. 


A graphic story of the sinking of his 
ship, the French Paquet Line steamer 
Oued Mellah (2,413 tons), after she had 
been bombed “by two seaplanes with 
black crosses on their wings,” fifty miles 
off Barcelona yesterday, was given to-day 
by Captain Guidicelli, when he and 
twenty-two members of the crew urrived 
here on board the French destroyer Mars. 

“At 5 p.m. yesterday two seaplanes 
with “black crosses on their wings flew 
over us,” said Captain Guidicelli. “My 
ship was flying the French flag, and had 
the French colours painted prominently 
on her decks. Her name was also painted 
in letters three feet high on her hull, 
and on both port and starboatd sides. 
Consequently it was impossible for them 
to mistake us for a Spanish vessel. The 
‘planes dropped several bombs, one of 
which’ Fag. the forecastle, and another 
made an opening in the hull near the 
bows. I gave the order to abandon the 
shíp, as she had begun to go down by 
the head. We were rescued by the de- 
stroyers Milan 
picked up our S.O.S. The Mars stayed 
beside the sinking vessel until 11 p.m., 
when a violent storm arose and we lost 
sight of the Qued Mellah.”’

The bombing and sinking of the ship 
has. aroused considerable indignation in 
Paris. <A detailed investigation has been 
ordered, with a view to discovering the 
nationality of the aggressors.

SECRETARY'S LETTER 


Yesterday evening also the following 
letter was sent to creamery managers by 
Mr, E, C. Semple, Secretary to the Irish 
Creamery Managers’ Association, 32 Kil. 
dare street, Dublin :— 

_** Dear Srr,—I have been instructed to 
inform you that at the Conference of Co: 
operative Societies and Dairy Farmers | 
which was held in Limerick on Saturday, 
23rd inst., it was decided—and the deci- 
sion was of a practically unanimous 
character—that as from Monday, 25th’ 
inst., the delivered price of creamery 
butter in the home market be fixed at 
140s., and all creamery managers are 
hereby respectfully requested to stand un- 
failingly by this price, and to export 
rather than sell under this figure. 

“Tt is to be hoped that no manager 
will break through this agreement on, the 
pretext that some other manager or 
creamery is faithless to it, or to look or 
seek for reasons that might appear to 
provide an excuse for his breach, or con- 
templated breach, of it. He is, rather, re- 
quested to send the names of those 
managers or creameries he may have 
reason to believe are not acting loyally 
by the compact to the undersigned, but 
under no circumstances is he to offer or 
look for an excuse that might seem to 
provide him with a reason for failing to 
observe it himself. The carrying out of 
this. agreement may, it some limited 
measure at least, impose greater hard- 
ships on some societies than on others, 
but in a contest of this character, it is 
practically impossible to have that 
equality of sacrifice that we all so much 
desire. 


“ REPREHENSIBLE 
WARFARE” 


““We may be told—and lave been told— 
that the. Minister for Agriculture will 
make use of the powers vested in him to 
coerce the farmer into selling his pro- 
duce under costs of production, but to act 
in-such-wise would be a manifest and 
malevolent abuse of his powers, and 
would be tantamount, in existing circum- 
stances, to an unjustifiable declaration of 
war on the farming community, which 
no Government could conceivably justify, 
and which would be a most sigan 
type of warfare that could not be classi- 
fied otherwise than the rankest tyranny. 

“H is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
farmers, in giving the managers a lead 
in this matter, will test the staff of which 
they are made, and let us hope that the 
outcome will be that by their joint efforts 
they will make unmistakably evident to 
the Government that the farmers are not 
prepared any longer to be the sole victims 
of their economic policy. 

“A committee. composed wholly of 
farmers has been constituted to deal with 
this problem, and will meet periodically 
until a satisfactory solution of the matter 
is effected.—Yours faithfully, E.  C.

THE POSITION IN CORK

McAvoy beat down a left-hand lead, and 
bringing over a right scored to the side of 


landing a left hook lightly on the side of 
the head, and more clinching followed. Again 
Hyams hooked McAvoy with a left, but fight- 
img was spasmodic.
